South and West. 


Overburdened with the cares of editorial life, 
he found his health giving way, and retired toa 
beautiful farm in the suburbs of Cincinnati, some 
twelve years since, from which he was called in 
1856 by a nomination to Congress, made ina 
most complimentary manner, while he wus absent 
npon a visit to his native New England. He 
madea handsome run but was defeated. In 
1858 he was again nominated, and chosen by a 
flattering majority. In 1860 he was re-eletted 
by an increased vote. JJis efficiency in public 
life ia well known. Fle was popular with all 
parties and acknowledged to be one of the clev- 
erest men in Congress. His course was straight 
forward, intelligent and fearless. llis speeches 
were always clear, pointed and forcible. lle was 
chairman of the committee on printing, ‘of the 
36th Congress, and to him more than any one 
else, ia the country indebted for the economical 
and satisfactory system upon which the public 
orinting is now conducted. 

llis ain was to develop the great interests of 
the country, to elevateit to the highest summit 
of a just and durable glory. Jle was proud of the 
boundless resources of the West, and was 
among the earhest to advocate the organization 
of Arizona. So thoroughly had he famnliarized 
himself with this far off region, and 80 ardently 
urged its claims to protection, that upon the pass- 
aga of the organic act, he was, by common con 
gat, selected to be the first Governor of the 
Territory. He was at once commissioned by the 
President and confirmed by the Senate. He an- 
ticipated great pleasure in the journey tu, and res- 
idence in this new country. 

While in Washington he frequently complain- 
ed of strange pains, and was eager to leave that 
city fora more healthful climate. Je had a dis- 
tinct understanding with the President, at the 
time of his appointment, that he should have un- 
tri mid summer to.arrange his business affairs in 
Cincinnati and Chicago, ia which cities he had a 
valuable property, the result of his careful invest- 
ments some years since. But the time was not 
enough to enable him to act without haste and 
confusion, and whan he visited New York and 
Newport early in July, he was much worn and 
fatigued. Hoe also spoke of a renewal of hia sus- 


so dedicated. can long endure, We are met on 
a great battle-field of that war.

that the nation ahall, under God, havea new birth 
of freedom, and that government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people, sball not perish 
from the earth.

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THE INDIANS, 


' Since our last, the Indian alarm has rather in- 
creased than subsided, although we kuow no good 
reason forit. An attack on Sheldon’s Ranch 
25 miles South of here, on Wednesday of last 
week. was attended with no great benefit to the 
red-men They unfortunately killed Mr Cos- 
grove, wbo was in charge of the berd, and ran 
off a dozen or more cattle. ‘The troops sent fiom 
here a few days before, under Seigeaut Ashby, 
are anid to have behaved bravely, and ate still 
scouting that part of the country. Twenty-five 
men under Lieut. Taylor hastily dispatched from 
here on the receipt of the news of the attach 
bave returned ‘They visited Lznx Creek and 
uthor pointa, bui saw no Indians Robert Groom, 
Foy , ef the Upper Tlesiampa, was furnished pio- 
visions from thia post, for a company of miners and 
others with which he started 1n pursmt of the In- 
dians immediately after their visit to Sheldons, 
hut for some reason, the party did not go further 
than to Woolsgy’s ranch. We beheve they con 
sidered that th. 1ed thieves had so inuch the ad- 
s ee of them that paisuit would be of no avail 
Pamianty with the country aud an expertness 
in driving cattle, give the Apaches an immense 
advantage if they have the least headway — ‘ibey 
will keep animals upon the run where the 
wates find it dificult to keep them upon their 
lega. 

Petitions having been sent to the Governor 
from the Lower Hesiampa, and from Lynx creek. 
for military protectios until it 13 known that the 
savages are no longer in the vicinity, Major 
Willis has determined to scatter a portion ot his 
command throughout those districts, and the 
Upper Hesiampa ‘This will, we trust, satisfy 
the miners that they may prosecute their labors 
without fear of further molestation Moreover, 
they will be pleased to know that a furnndable. 
and well equipped expedition, is to start out on 
‘Tuesday morning next under King Woolsey, Est, 
whose experience and success in Indian fighting 
have gained him an excellent reputation 

He visited Fort Whipple a few days «inco, in 
company with Captain Walker, and volunteered 
io lead a company of sixty men in a campaign of 
fiom thirty to fifty days against the Pinal Apa- 
ches 
davis. rations will be furmshed from this post 
afin view of the impoitance of the expedition, 
tLe Governor has made Mi. Woolsey an aid upon 
iua staff, with the rank of Lieut Colonel 

Mr Wooleey expects the cooperation ofa 
ainber of the Manucopa Indians, and hopes 
io deal the Pinals a blow which will deter 
item from farther depredations in this vicin 
aly. 

In view of these vigorous measures we trust 
we shall hear no more of persons leaving the 
mines from an apprehension of annoyance from 
the Indians. We believe the country will be 
entirely eafe for residence and labor, and that 
provisions may soon be had at reasonable rates. 
We know that both the civil and military autho- 
rities have determined to do allin their power 
to protect both hfe and property, and that they 
will not listen to the idea of abandomng so pro- 
minng a part of the country, because of the 
untrages of a few vagabond savages They will 
umie in dealing them blow after blow until they 
iind this part of the Territory quite too warm for 
‘hem, and we have reason to believe that the 
tame pcbey will be pursued an the Southern 
conatry. The subjugation of the Apaches isa 
neurssily to the peace and prosperity ~! the Ter- 
r'tory to which happily our autboriues and peo- 
ple are now fully alive.

LACK OF PROVISIONS. 


A remark of Captain Walker to the effect 
that a want of food, more than a fear of the In- 
dians, or lack of confidence in the mines, was 
the cause impelling a part of our population to 
return to California and New Mexico, 13 prob- 
ably the best explanation of the fact that can be 
given. _ The foolish stories of the impracticabih- 
ty of the roads to the new mines, and of the 
danger from the Indians. and the absurd and ri- 
diculous report, that the gold has given out, have 
conspired to deter merchants, both on the Rio 
Grande and the Pacific, from sending goods 
here. There has never been a sufficient. eupply 
of provisions for the population. Those who 
have brought trains 1n, have made sales at exor- 
bitant prices, and are entirely satisfied with their 
operations. They have sent for a new stock, but 
at present the country is quite destitute. We 
do not know that we can advise anything better 
than to grin and bear this unfortunate state of 
affairs. It cannot be long before it willbe rem- 
edied, and it should not, if possible, be allowed 
to drive any one from the country. Our Inck is 
that of allnew and comparitively undeveloped 
mining districts. We must bear the privations 
and discomforts of the present for the gams of 
the future. We have the mineral wealth which 
must speedily insure us a large population, and 
all the adveutages which attend civilization, 
progiess and substantiul success. Jet no one 
despair. 


AGRICULTURE. 

It has been a very general impression that the 
husbandman could do but little in Arizona 
Take call mineral countries it 13 rugged, and m 
many localities destitute of fertile soil But this 
is not altogether the case The extensive valley 
of the Colorado C’nquito, or Flax River, and 
openings ta and about the San Francisco Moun- 
tain region, furnish admirable lands for cultiva- 
tion. Tbe Val de Chino 15 rich and tempting to 
the farmer ‘Ihe excellence of the soil at the 
Pimo villages, Js well esvablished. About "I ucson 
and south of that place, good crops aie raised 
‘Phe vallies of the Gila, San Francisco, Salinas, 
and San Pedro, are all reputed to be exceeding- 
ly productive, and easy of irrigation. Other 
portions of the Territory are well suited to re- 
muneratise culture, while for stock-growing there 
is not a finer country on the continent Grama 
aud bunch grass grow luxurianty, and furnish 
good pasturage at all seasons. 

These facts establish the sagacity of those 
who have taken rauches, and are intending to 
dey ote their attention to agriculture and cattle 
iwing, in various parts of the Termtory. "hey 
must find ita profitable pursuit. ‘Ibe present 
piiee of provisions, und the constantly increasing 
demand, wl warrant their putting in large crops, 
&nd keepinz catencive herds ‘They may sulle: 
some from the Aj aches, but it well be but for a 
short time, as one of the settled purposes ot 
Governor Goodwin is. to subdue these ruthless 
barbarians, whatever it may cost to doso We 
tust that, however rich. and attractive the 
placers and lodes, the great importance of agri- 
culture will not be overlooked, and that we may. 
even in the present season, prove our independ- 
ence of other markets, by producing our own 
beefand breadstuffs In «o doing we shall not 
only establish the agricultural and pastoral 1e 
resources of the Territory, beyond. all question 
and invite an emigration which no mineral 
wealth can tempt, but also confer upon the min 
ing population the greatest possible benetit. _

NAVIGATION OF TIIE COLORADO. 

On our first paze we print an extract from a 
report prepared by a select committee of the 
citizens of San Franci-co to present to an or- 
ganization snid to have been started there for 
the purpose of navigating the Colorado. The 
statements made in this extract and in the en 
tire report differ materially from the reporta we 
have usually had of that river. Mr. Ehrenberg, 
in the letter of which we printed a part in our 
last, gave it as his opinion that La Paz was 
virtaally the head of navigation, and we have 
heard the same from other respectable sources 
We hope it may be otherwise, and that either the 
old navigation company, or a new one if it can do 
better, will try to/build boats capable of going 
to Fort Mohave at all seasons. A Mr. Adams, 
who bas been at Fort Whipple for some days, is 
ecvere in his denunciation of the present navi- 
gation company, aud claims to represent the gen- 
eral feeling upon the Colorado, in his complaint 
of ita management. We are unable to reconcile 
his etatements, and are not prepared to agree 
with him, though we should be glad to, in his ag- 
sertion that the Colorado is ag easily navigated 
as the Obio. We know that it bas been to the 
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interest of the present navigation company to do 


all in their power to accommodate the people | le 
upon the river, and it 13 diflicult to believe that!i ort ] wio, (Apache P 


they have been so blind to their own pecuniary 
advantage as My Adimas would insist. We 
moreover know tbat they have found the naviga- 
tion of the nver, after long experience, to be at- 
tended with many difficulties. if the new com- 
pany of which Mr. Adams talks sgo confidently, 
has a real existence, and can so much better ac- 
commodate the people of the "'eriitory, it must 
be a decided benefit, butit should win its reputa- 
tion rather by its acts, than by waging a war of 
words upon an oid, and to say the least, a 1e 
sponsible cotporation

PACIFIC RAIL-ROAD. 

The attention of the government, and of all ın- 
terested in this stupendous, but feasible enter- 
prise, is now more than ever directed to the 
routes through New Mexico and Arizona, in 
our judgement the most favorable that cau be 
proposed. In hislate report the Secretary of 
the Interior after desigrating the Kansus Valloy 
as the best starting point; remarks as follows : 


The extent and unsurpassed richness of the 
gold fields recently discovered in Arizona, to- 
gether with our previous knowledge of tho vast 
mineral wealth of New Mexico, i8 well calculated 
to impress all who reflect upon the subject with 
the necessity of a. branch road from the Union 
Pacific to Santa Fe, and such other pointa in 
tho Territory of New Mexico as may be neces- 
eary to the development of the mineral wealth 
and trade of that country ; and although Congress 
may be unwilling to lend pecuniary aid or credit 
to such an enterprise, it is believed that a liberal 
grant of land, both arable and mineral, of com- 
paratively littie present value to tho Government, 
to the companies now organized, or to ove to be 
chartered by the Territorial Legislature of New 
Mexico, will insure its speedy construction. 
There are vast fields of iron ore. and coal suitable 
for its manufacture, convenient to the line of the 
proposed brauch road, and though the enterprise 
may appear stupendous, the income to be derived 
from ıt would doubtless soon afford ample com: 
pensation to those who might accomplish it. 


We trust that tbe Legislature of Arizona will 
heartily co-operate with New Mexico in this im- 
portant matter. From the Rio Grande to the 
Pacific there are two natural routes through 
cur Territory One over the 35th parallel, the 
Whipple road, and another over the old over- 
land or Southern road, from Mesilla to Yuma via 
Tuczon and the Pimo Villages. We hope to 
live to see the iron horse proudly prancing over 
both these rontes, connecting the Kast with the 
West, the South with the North, by an indis- 
soluble bond. We shall have no topic more in- 


teresting to our readers, or more worthy of 


diecugsion, than that of the great, inevitable Pa- 
cific Rail Road. We shall vot neglect it. In 
this connection we may add that the President. 
in his message, and General HJalleck in bia report, 
referred to our land of gold.

PUBLIC MEETING. 


At n large meeting of the citizens of the. city 
of Santa I'e, convened in the Council Chamber 
on the evening of February 21st, 1864, the fol- 
lowing proceedings were had : 

On motion, Gov. Connelly was elected Presi- 
dent, Col. Geran St. Vrian and Don Simon 


Delgado, Vice Presidents and Ion. Joab Hough- 


ton and John T. Russel, Secretaries. 

The President explained, in Euglish and Span- 
ish, the object of the meeting to be to declare 
the sentiments of the people of this Uity in re 
ference to certain publications made in some o 


of the Military Department: of New Mexico. 

On motion of Chief Justice Benedict, a com- 
mittee of seven consisting of the following gen- 
tlemen: Chief Justice Benedict, lon. Jose Man- 
uel Gallegos, Col. James L. Collins, Don Miguel 
B. Pino, Genl. U. P. Clever, Hou. Anastacio 
Sandoval, und Merril Ashurat, Esq., was appoint- 
ed by the President to draft resolutions expreas- 
ive of the sense of the meeting. 

The above referred to newspaper articles were 
then read in English by Chief Justice Benedict, 
aud tu Spanish by the President. 

‘The committee on resolutions retired from the 
Hall and upon their return Chief Justice Bene- 
diet reported the following preamble and resolu- 
tions 12 behalf of the committee of which he was 
Ohairman : 

Wuereas, by the arrival of the mail from the 
States, upon ‘Lhursday of the past week, it bas 
conte to our knowledge and to the knowledge of 
the citizens of this City, that in the New York 
Journal ot Commerce, the New York World and 
other prominent papers, there have appeared at 
various points and almost simultaneously, violent, 
abusive and, as wo believe, grossly unjust and’ un- 
founded imputations and attacks upon the ofi- 
cial and and personal conduct and character of 
Brigadier General, Janes H. Canpgros, Com- 
Commanding the Department of New Mexico 
and Arizona, charging him with tyranny, oppres- 
sion and peculation. 

Axp, WiregEAS, we have known the private, 
publie and official character of the 'said Carleton 
for now many years, and that such charges and 
imputations aguinst him meet us as new and sur- 
prising, having been unknown and unheard of to 
us who reside constantly in this Terntory. 

AnD, Witertas, we hold it to be the honest 
and honorable duty of citizens to vindicate the 
fair reputation and meritorious actions of an 
able, faithful and efficient public officer when 
grossly. maliciously and falsely assailed and cal- 
umniated,; ‘Therefore, be it 

Rrsonvrp, That all the charges and imputations 
contained 1 the papers referred to derogatory to the 
character, standing and conduct of Brigadier General 
James H Carleton, in this Territory, have no founda- 
tion, m the opunon and sentiments of our inhabitants 


s0 far as we have had any means of knowing or are 
ourselves informed 

Resouven, That the said General Carleton has been 
and still m regarded by us and the people of this Terri- 
tory, as an able, patiotic and faithtul commander and 
one who is earnestly, actively and disinterestedly dce- 
voting lus time, abilities and all the means in lus handy 
to chastise and subdue the hostile Indians, to preserve 
the safety and integrity of the Government and Union, 
and to promote and advance the Inghest and best in- 
terests of the Territory and her people. 

Resotven, That w the sections of the Territory 
most known and frequented by us, or withiu our knowi- 
edge, an unlimited confidence is felt among the people 
m the kindness, moderation and justice ot the said Gen- 
eral Carleton, aud that no commander would more 
largely share the united and favorable opinion of the 
mbhbabitants. 

Resouven, That to the extent of our knowledge, in- 
formation and beliet, the Military Administration. in 
this Territory, in all its branches aud operations, never 
has been more honcstly, fairly, energetically and use- 
fully conducted, than by Gen'l. Carleton and those un- 
dei his command and supervision. 

Resoiven, That condemnation too strong cannot be 
visited upon any person or persons who, for. the grati- 
fication of malice or ill-will instigated by private dis- 
appointment, furnish unfounded injurious and calum- 
niating statements against just and faithtul public offi- 
cers in tig Ter ritory, to be published in prominent 
papers m the States 

Resoiven, That all such attacks upon trne and 
faithful officers and men arc attacks upon the interests, 
prosperity and honor of the Territory, and their authors 
arc enemies of New Mexican interests and people. = 

ResoLvgp, That the official acts of Gen'l. Carleton, 
as Commander of this Department, m sustaining and 
aiding the civil Departments of this Terntory—the 

Executive as well as the Judicial—1n the discharge of 
their duties, meets with our hearty approval. and for 
these acts he deserves the support of his gov- 
u ements and the applause of every patriot in the 
an 

Reso.ven, That a copy of these resolutions and the 
procecdings of this meeting be forwarded to the Presi- 
deut of the United States aud the Secretary of War. 

Reso.ven, That a copy of the proceedings of this 
mceting be furnished to the editors of the different 
papers m the Territory and that they be requested to 
publish the same. 


After the report of the committee was read 
Hon. Joab Houghton moved that it be adopted, 
and accompanied the motion with remarks well 
timed and appropriate to the occasion. : 

Chief Justice Benedict also spoke to the reso- 
lutions, and in his remarks alluded to the official 
connection he bad had with General Carleton 
for many years past, and declared that he had al- 
ways found him exceedingly careful not to let 
the inilitary infringe upon the civil authority. 

The report of the committee was then unani- 
mously adopted. :
